Remarks : 

In Citation 1, reference is made to the invention of "an 
active matrix type liquid crystal display which is 
provided with facing electrodes and a gate line; a pixel 
electrode and source line which extends parallel to the 
facing electrodes through an insulating film; a TFT 
substrate which has a TFT attached to each of multiple 
pixels arranged in a matrix format; an orientation 
control film attached on a TFT; and a color filter 
substrate which has a light shading film which includes 
an aperture region which, at a minimum, exposes a portion 
of each of the pixel electrodes; and a spacer which forms 
a gap in the liquid crystal layer housed between each of 
the orientation control films.' 

On the one hand, in Citation 2, reference is made to 
construction which, in a liquid crystal display device, 
"prevents the movement of a spacer by attaching a convex 
part (a protrusion) to the pixel*. 

Tr: this instance, in the invention recorded in Citation 1 
the application of construction which incorporates the 
i.n vent ion recorded in Citation 2 is something which could 
be easily conceived by one skilled in the art. 

In addition, Citation 1 discloses construction for 
preventing spacer movement, which is attached to one or 
both of a TFT substrate and/or color filter (reference is 
made to Section [0018]), and the selection of forming a 
protrusion in either the TFT substrate or the color 
filter substrate is nothing more than a slight difference 
as part of a simple matter of design. 

2 . Claims 8 and 18 

When applying the invention recorded in Citation 1 to the 
invention recorded i.n Citation 2, in lieu of making the 
side terminal of the color filter to be thick, as 
disclosed in Citation 2, the making o^ the film thickness 
of the facing electrodes (common electrodes) to be thick 
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is a design change which could easily be considered by 
one skilled in the art . 

3. Claims 9, 10, 19 and 2 0 
Citations 1 and 2 

In Citation 1, reference is made to "attaching a step 
difference in the protective film of the TFT substrate' .
